TME RIGHTS OF SUSPECTS.

The cases of two women arrested
fn Brooklyn on suspleion of shop-iift-
ing and who. were subiscted to meas-
urement and photographing for the
rogues’ gallery before they had heen
trisd, has vexry properly given rise to
the question whether such conduct Is
not an invasion of the rights of the
arrasted partiss—sn unlawtul procead-
ing from start to fimish.

Until & prisoner has heen found
gullty he must be coneidered inno-
cant and should met Bbe subjected to
Indignities In the name of the law
which of themselves are no less than
criminal

Judge Gayner of New York has re-
cently cantsred publlic attantion upon
these facts In the Duffy boy case,
which Is deing dlscussed all over the
country and will, ls4 us hope, and an
abuse that has cruelly wronged more
than one innocent man. At its re-
cent session the New York leglsla-
ture measurably curbed ths abuse by
enacting that the portralt of 2 man
who I8 acquitted shall be removed
from the rogues’ gallery., But why
should# the portrait of such a one
have appearance thers at all? By
what right 4o the police measure and
photograph persons whe are only ac-
cused of erime? And what just end
Is served in 8o doing? Thess ques-
tions carry with them their own zn-
swers.

It may ha necassary In zome cases
to got photographs of prisoners to send
to other police centars for ldantifiea-
tion, If possible, but If no erimnal ree-
ord Is estublished against them, the
pictures should not be put in the
Togues’ gallory. This would e just
to these prisoners and thers can be
no good reason for doing otherwisa.

WITH REFERENCE TO BARBERS.

The catch of shad this year in Con-
necticut waters has heen a little less
than that of a year ago and_there |=
no sign that the stocking of Connecti-
cut waters Is helping the npmiter at
a]l. 'The fact is that shad, young or
ald, cafinot b made to seek and re-
turn to polluted waters, and as all
our streams are hocoming Iess. pure
every year. the return of the shad Is
Inevitably smaller, A shad is o dis-
eriminating fish, and while It may
dodge nets and traps and pounds and
other contrivances pet to catch ft. It
knows ‘when the water Into which
it swims l8g pure or polluted, and It
does mnot return to polisoned wgter
after it hes onoe had experience of It
—~Bridgeport Standard.

The .shad return to the rivars to
spawn, and the condition of the water
I tatal to the fry, and as the young
shad are thh ones which return to the
fresh-water breeding grounds, the
number must diminish as the wvears
roll round, There hans been a slight
Increase In the cateh shown some
vears In consequence of stocking the
rivers, but polluled water {g not in-
viting to the fish and results in the
depleticn of the fish. There are, no
doubt, running In the Shetucket and
Thames rivers a few shad every wear,
but they have not been seen In pay-
ing guantities for about a quarter of
n century, and are never likely to de
agaln. Factory dyes and sewer pols
sons are not calculated to make shad-
brasding grounds of any use.
